The International Congress

July 16: Today the Grand Council 
of the International Council of Nurses 
paid a visit of homage to the grave of 
Florence Nightingale. Where shall we 
look for the stone bearing the simple 
inscription “F. N. Born May 12, 1820. 
Died August 13, 1910”? Not, as many 
seem to expect, in Westminster Abbey 
or in St. Paul’s Cathedral, but in the 
very heart of the land she loved, in the 
shadow of St. Margaret’s, East Wel- 
low, an old ivy-covered church, the 
nave of which dates back to the thir- 
teenth century. 

Picture five large buses, bearing over 
a hundred Grand Council members 
from thirty countries, leaving London 
SEPTEMBER, 1937 


at nine o’clock. For nearly three hours 
we journeyed through crowded city 
streets, quaint villages, and along mod- 
ern highways, until we stopped, on the 
famous Hog’s Back, for a view extend- 
ing many miles over beautiful England 
at her best. Then on again, past fields 
of grazing sheep, thatched cottages, and 
rose covered hedges. We caught only 
a glimpse of an old red brick house in 
a garden, bearing the plaque, “Jane 
Austen lived here ... ” 

Presently we turned away from the 
travelled roads into a sunlit country 
lane, where the leafy branches brushed 
the sides of the car as we passed. At the 
arched gateway of the Churchyard 
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Canadians at the grave of Florence 
Nightingale. 


stood the Vicar, and Dame Alicia Lloyd 
Still. No one can ever know the thoughts 
and feelings of those who filed slowly 
in through that gateway and watched 
Mrs. Bedford Fenwick place the first 
wreath. Flowers of every hue were 
placed by loving hands, on behalf of 
others working in many lands. These 
were a silent tribute, but still more elo- 
quent was that reverent silence as nurses 
from thirty different lands stood together 
in that little country churchyard. The 
silence was broken at last by the drone 
of a plane overhead, the singing of 
birds, and as a benediction, a hymn. was 
sung in their mother tongue by nurses 
from a northern land . . . Quietly we 
left that peaceful hillside. 


A drive of only a mile or two takes 
one to the gatehouse of Embley Park, 
where the Nightingale family once lived. 
Passing the old carriage block at the 
door, the guests were welcomed in the 
great hall by the present owners, Mr. 
and Mrs. J. J. Crosfield. Then we 
passed out into the gardens, with moss 
covered sunlit paths, spreading cedars, 
rare rock plants, lily beds, and a foun- 
tain playing in a blue pool. We stood 
beneath the canopy formed by the 
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branches of a huge tree, and seemed to 
see a girlish figure seated in the midst 
of her Sunday school class. 


Who would not love to wander about 
Embley Park with the owner as a 
guide? Mr. and Mrs. Crosfield appre- 
ciate the trust that is now theirs. It was 
our host who, with a merry twinkle in 
his eye, showed us the library doorway 
and told us its story. The library is a 
beautiful room overlooking the garden; 
they say Florence Nightingale loved to 
sit in the large bay window, and when 
alone often had her meals served there. 
This made many extra steps for Arthur, 
the butler. Finally a doorway was cut 
through the bookshelves, but shelves 
and bookbacks were all most cleverly re- 
placed on the new hinged door. To 
show the Nightingale sense of humour, 
appropriate titles were used for the 
bookbindings, including one for the spe- 
cial benefit of the butler. A beautiful 
volume stood erect on-the top shelf for 
many years, bearing the title, “The 
Passing of Arthur,” by Lord Tennyson. 
We hope that Arthur, the butler, appre- 
ciated the title, as well as the new door- 
way. 

The clock tower chimed the hour of

six as we thanked our gracious English 
hosts who, with such evident delight, 
had shared with us their home and its 
treasure of memories. East Wellow . . . 
Embley Park . . . tonight as we repeat 
the words to ourselves, they seem to have 
acquired a new warmth. We mount 
again the stairway to that bedroom on 
the third floor, where we stood and 
gazed from the open windows, across 
the miles. Was it only imagination that 
made us seem to see beyond the velvet 
lawns, the flowing stream, and the green 
hillsides, a widening horizon, even into 
lands far distant? And on the distant 
hillsides there seemed to appear many 
lights! 


July 18: Many unusual services have 
been held in St. Paul’s Cathedral, but 
seldom can there have been a more in- 
teresting audience than that which 
gathered beneath the historic dome this 
Sunday morning. Stepping within the 
great doors, one felt at once the solem- 
nity and rich beauty of the environment. 
As on other occasions, we passed down 
the right aisle, so that we might pause 
for a few moments before the beautiful 
copy of Holman Hunt’s “The Light 
of the World.”, 
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While the strains of the great organ 
stole softly over the vast gathering, and 
we waited for the service to commence, 
our attention was irresistibly drawn to 
the audience, as well as to the beautiful 
architecture of the building. There were 
several thousand worshippers, a few in 
oriental dress, the majority in civilian 
attire, but also a large number wearing 
the various street uniforms of the Con- 
tinental and British nurses. It was the 
expression on many of the faces that 
held us, for they were of all ages and 
on some responsibility and care had left 
their own tale. 


Here and there were large groups of 
London student or staff nurses, in hos- 
pital uniform, their white, pink, blue or 
grey uniforms making a pleasant con- 
trast with the darker dresses worn by 
most of the great audience. Most no- 
ticeable of all, however, (and fittingly 
so) was the splash of colour made by 
the scarlet and blue uniforms or capes of 
the Nightingale School of St. TThomas’s 
Hospital. Yet again it was the faces that 
held our attention, for they were young, 
fresh and eager. As we looked at these 
many groups, we felt that the future of 
our profession is in safe keeping. 


The Doorway of Embley Park 
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St, Margaret’s Church, East Wellow 


The message of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury was inspirational in its sim- 
plicity. He reminded us that in spite of 
the wonderful growth of our profession 
during the last century, the blessing of 
skilled nursing care still had to reach 
those in need in many parts of the 
world, and added, “ .. . it is well to 
see against the background of human 
suffering and pain, this world-wide fel- 
lowship of service to humanity.” 

The music, the specially selected 
hymns, the message of a great religious 
leader, and the shaft of sunlight play- 
ing down through the great dome, all 
helped té make this a fitting commence- 
ment for an International Congress. 
Later, as we watched many reverently 
pause for a moment before the Florence 
Nightingale Memorial, we thought 
again of that peaceful churchyard, at 
East Wellow. 

On this day the members of the Con- 
gress who are of the Roman Catholic 
faith attended a specially arranged High 
Mass in Westminster Cathedral. 

July 19: London is certainly doing 
her best to give a warm welcome to the 
thirty-three hundred nurses gathered 
here from forty-odd countries of the 
world. As the nurses streamed into 
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Westminster Cental Hall at nine o’clock 
this morning official guides, interpre- 
ters, and information centres were ready 
to help one and all. The Great Hall 
was a colorful scene, the platform 
banked with soft pink, blue and mauve 
hydrangeas and green fern. The Board 
of Directors and the Grand Council oc- 
cupied seats on the platform, which rose 
in tiers up to the console of the organ. 
In the front row were chairs reserved 
for Her Royal Highness, The Princess 
Royal, Dame Alicia Lloyd Still, the 
Mayor of the City of Westminster, Mrs. 
Bedford Fenwick, Founder of the In- 
ternational Council of Nurses, the Rt. 
Hon. Sir Kingsley Wood, Minister of 
Health, Lord Dawson of Penn, Sir 
Cuthbert Wallace, President of the 
Royal College of Surgeons, Mr. K. 
Kindsay, Parliamentary Secretary for 
the Board of Education, Lady Ruth 
Balfour, President of the National 
Council of Women, and five nursing 
representatives, including Anna Schwar- 
zenberg, executive secretary of the In- 
ternational Council of Nurses. 

Huge flags of the various nations re- 
presented on the International Nursing 
Council hung from the balcony railing, 
stretching across the front and far down 
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The Steps of St. Paul’s Cathedral. 


on either side. Among many others, the 
banners of Canada, Germany, Great 
Britain, the United States of America 
and Switzerland hung side by side, sym- 
bolic of the desire of all the members of 
our profession to work together. 


Promptly at ten o’clock, H.R.H. The 
Princess Royal entered the Great Hall 
while the organ pealed forth the strains 
of our National Anthem. Looking per- 
haps a little taller and slighter than we 
expected, the Princess Royal was very 
attractive in a long, beige lace gown, 
gloves to match, with a wide hat, nar- 
row girdle and shoes all of dark brown. 
She carried a sheaf of orchids and a 
small bag, into which we noted her 
speech was later tucked away. Her Royal 
Highness welcomed the delegates and 
declared the Congress open and brief, 
(yes, really brief), speeches followed on 
behalf of the City of Westminster, the 
Government and the medical profession. 
The Mayor of Westminster, the Hon. 
Arthur Howard, wearing his gold chain 
of office, was in a somewhat humorous 
mood. Sir Cuthbert Wallace, President 
of the Royal College of Surgeons, af- 
firmed that “no one knows the power of 
nursing until he has been a patient”! 
On behalf of the medical profession, 
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Lord Dawson of Penn said that nursing 
was more than a profession: it was a 
vocation which could reach nobility. Sir 
Kingsley Wood welcomed the dele- 
gates on behalf of the Government. He 
hoped that the congress would be in- 
strumental in progress being made in 
the status and conditions of the nursing 
profession all over the world. 


It was all very interesting and brief, 
for at ten-thirty sharp The Princess 
Royal left the platform, accompanied by 
Dame Alicia and Mrs. Bedford Fen- 
wick. Half-an-hour later the meeting 
again came to order and the official busi- 
ness of the Congress began. The Roll 
Call brought forth rounds of applause as 
the names of the various countries were 
called, and delegates rose in response 
from all parts of the building. Inciden- 
tally the delegates from China (in their 
national dress) and from Japan, seemed 
to receive an added measure of applause, 
in reply to which they smiled and bowed 
with true Oriental courtesy. Represen- 
tatives of three special groups then an- 
swered the Roll Call; these included 
the League of Nations, the League of 
Red Cross Societies, and the Rocke- 
feller Foundation. 


Two English Matrons, Miss D. Smith and 
Miss D. Lane. 
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The address of the President, Dame 
Alicia Lloyd Still, challenged the pro- 
fession to thought and action. We quote 
a few words: “‘Nursing is an Art. The 
best powers of mind and heart should 
be given to enrich and ennoble that Art. 
We are in danger of making a study of 
nursing, instead of an informed and 
skilled practice of nursing. We need 
both service and art, but it must be ap- 
plied science and practical art.” 


Interesting details of change and pro- 
gress in the working of the Interna- 
tional office were given in the report 
presented by Miss Anna Schwarzenberg, 
the Executive Secretary. We were 
pleased to hear that two trained nurses 
have been added to the International 
executive staff. Australia, Switzerland, 
and Roumania applied for membership 
this year and were accepted, bringing 
the total number of affiliated national 
associations to thirty-two, Added to this 
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number are the nine other associations 
affiliated with the Council, making a 
total of forty-one countries officially re- 
presented at these meetings. 


As might have been expected, Mrs. 
Bedford Fenwick, Founder of the In- 
ternational Council of Nurses, received 
prolonged apphayise as she rose to give 
her report and*in clear, ringing tones 
addressed the great audience. Amongst 
others presenting reports was Miss Isa- 
bel Stewart, whom. we still gladly Gaim 
as our own. 


The variety of the uniforms quite 
fascinated the Canadians. Some looked 
extremely smart, others very appealing, 
but all seemed to have at least a touch 
of spotless white, whether the head- 
dress were a veil or a cap. Mingling with 
the varied yniforms, and the gay London 
or home-town frocks, were the more 
severe habits of the Religious Orders, 
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“They shall brihg the honour and the glory of the nations into it.” 


partly concealing a gentle smile and 
kindly eyes. 

Section meetings were held during the 
afternoon, each of the four in crowded 
halls. Is it not a rather interesting and 
significant fact that the overflow in the 
Public Health Section was so great that 
arrangements had to be hastily made for 
the use of the Great Hall? 

July 20: Have you ever watched a 
boat pull up anchor, pick up sail, and 
then, after a sort of final flutter, plunge 
out into the deep? The International 
Congress of Nurses is today moving un- 
der full sail. Canada was well to the 
fore, for many representatives were on 
the programme in the various sections: 
Miss Ruby Simpson, Miss Jean Gunn, 
Miss Grace Fairley, Miss Elizabeth 
Smellie, Miss Mary Mathewson. 

In the public health section, where 
our President, Miss Ruby Simpson occu- 
pied the chair, free discussion followed 
the presentation of papers concerning 
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general and specialized training for the 
public health nurse. At all sessions the 
translating of discussions and questions 
into the two other official languages, 
French and German, takes considerable 
time. However, with a good chairman 
this difficulty is reduced to a minimum. 
Following the paper presented by a 
nurse from Yugoslavia, the discussion 
was led by Miss Mirams, of New Zea- 
land. Showing the wide range of opinion, 
speakers followed from Great Britain, 
Finland, Latvia, Denmark, the Nether- 
lands, and Germany. It was agreed that 
the nurse should first be given a thor- 
ough general training, followed by spe- 
cialized training for the public health 
field. In the Netherlands, arrangements 
have been made for public health nurses 
to return to the hospital wards for a 
brief period, in order that they may be 
familiar with the latest teaching in bed- * 
side practice and treatment. All speak- 
ers stressed the value of bedside work, 
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as being in most cases the best way of 
preparing the way for public health 
teaching. 

We were interested in hearing that 
Latvia has a rural population of eighty 
per cent. The nurses of that country and 
nurses working in the Canadian prairie 
provinces no doubt have to struggle 
with many similar problems, for is not 
the rural population of Saskatchewan, 
for example, about seventy-three per- 
cent. During the afternoon the question 
of national co-operation in public health 
work was considered, following the ex- 
cellent paper presented by Miss Eliza- 
beth Smellie. 

A lecture and demonstration given 
by an expert from the Air Raids Pre- 
cautions Department, London, drew a 
full attendance. Some have asked why, 
if we wish peace, such matters are dis- 
cussed at all. We gather that the thought 
and teaching in England today is along 
this line: The development of and pre- 
paration for chemical warfare may be 
likened to a disease, or a poison. At the 
present time, many feel that the only 
known antidpte to that poison is an ex- 
pert knowledge of how it works, and 
how to offset successfully its effects and

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dangers. Doctors and nurses, of all peo- 
ple, should therefore understand the 
value and application of the antidote. 


Grand Council members were not 
thinking much about nursing problems 
this afternoon, however. They were 
preparing to look their best when they 
arrived at Buckingham Palace at four 
o’clock. A few members were obliged 
to go direct to the Palace from West- 
minster Central Hall, so we had the 
pleasure of seeing them set off, looking 
very gay. We heard them say with a 
nonchalant air, “Buckingham Palace” 
—just as though being presented to two 
Queens in one afternoon was an every- 
day affair! 


July 21: “Wherever do you ‘Ameri- 
cans’ find such energy?” asked a Euro- 
pean nurse when she heard the Cana- 
dians were meeting for breakfast, in 
the heart of London. To some it meant 
getting up very early, but before 8.30 
over 150 nurses had registered. It’s 
rather fun to find yourself in London, 
being introduced to someone from your 
own home town! 


Breakfast over, our President, Miss 
Ruby M. Simpson, called the roll by 
Provinces. Only one member of the 
family of nine was missing,—Prince 
Edward Island—and considering the 
great distance, the Pacific Coast had a 
particularly large representation. 


Miss Fairley voiced the appreciation 
of all Canadian nurses of the work done 
by the President, Miss Simpson, and by 
Miss Jean I. Gunn, in connection with 
International and nursing problems. 
After singing “OQ Canada”, the Cana- 
dian delegates hurried (of course they 
would) down the London streets, past 
the crowded morning buses and school- 
boys in ‘silk hats, past so many inter- 
esting bits of London in just that short 
walk, back to Westminster Central Hall. 
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Dame Alicia Lloyd Still and Miss Anna 
Schwarzenberg 


Having looked into each section meet- 
ing room, we decided in favour of mid- 
wifery which has been described as one 
of the best sessions of the Congress. We 
heard of the well organized work of 
the New Zealand Maternity service and 
learned that although, in Sweden, mid- 
wifery has been recognized for three 
hundred years, the working conditions 
and salaries offered a trained nurse with 
special midwifery training, leave much 
to be desired. In the Soudan, midwifery 
has been fostered by the Government 
for seventeen years, although few of the 
midwives can either read or write. An 
excellent demonstration followed, for 
which the large hall was packed, many 
standing throughout the session. We 
were reminded of the value, at all times, 
and in so many fields of our professional 
work, of a good practical demonstration. 
We left in hearty agreement with the 
Swedish speaker who said: “only the best 
is good enough for mother and child!” 


It seems we had so much to say 
about Canadians who meet for break- 
fast in central London before the sun 
is high, that we almost omitted to men- 
tion the Canadians appearing on the 
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morning programme! Miss Florence 
Emory’s paper on University Schools 
of Nursing was presented by Miss Edna 
Moore, who later gave her own paper 
regarding public health working condi- 
tions. Miss Jean Church’s address re- 
garding hours of work set the ball roll- 
ing for discussion, and incidentally gave 
the London reporters material for carv- 
ing into headlines. ‘The question of hours 
seems to be a subject on which, interna- 
tionally speaking, there is wide diversity 
of opinion. However, many lands seem 
to be learning from experience the wis- 
dom of shorter working hours. 


With so many social engagements to 
attend, the thoughtful builders of the 
Congress programme arranged for only 
one evening session. For this, the Great 
Hall was a kaleidescope of colour, with 
its large flags, flowers, national cos- 
tumes and pretty evening frocks. Before 
the opening of the meeting, the Band of 
the Royal Army Medical Corps played, 
their programme including many na- 
tional airs. Mrs. Bedford Fenwick, the 
Founder of the International Council 
of Nurses, presided at this meeting, 


which opened with the reading of 





Switzerland and China. 
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cables of greeting from other lands. 
With a vibrant voice, and looking the 
personification of perpetual youth and 
energy, Mrs. Bedford Fenwick spoke 
of her joy at seeing this great gathering: 
“the rich flowering of the seed planted 
in 1899.” 

Following the announcement that the 
invitation of the United States of Ameri- 
ca had been accepted for the Interna- 
tional Congress to be held in that coun- 
try in 1941, the new officers were in- 
troduced to the audience. Hearty ap- 
plause greeted the new President, Miss 
Effie Taylor, as she came forward, fol- 
lowed by the presidents and officers of 
each national association. 


The most spectacular event of the 
evening was of course the acceptance 
into the International Association of 
three new countries: Australia, Switzer- 
land, and Roumania. The flag of each 
of these countries was carried to the 
platform in turn. Australia was wel- 
comed by Dame Alicia Lloyd Still, re- 
presenting Great Britain, Switzerland 
by Miss Susan Francis, representing the 
American Nurses Association, and Rou- 


mania by Mademoiselle Jeanne de 





Miss Elizabeth Smellie 
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Joannis, of France. Each spoke briefly, 
as flowers were presented to the new- 
comers. “These flags represent the soul 
of the people” ... . . said the Australian 
speaker. Miss Francis, in referring to 
Switzerland, spoke of the beauty and 
peace which is to be found there. In rez 
ply, the Swiss speaker referred to the’ 
interest of their nurses in the work of 
the International Council of Nurées, 
and added the significant remark, “we 
now can take an active part in that 
work.” Roumania’s representative, in 
her beautiful national costume, gave an 
impassioned message and added, “The 
essence of brotherhood is the very life of 
nursing.” 


Then followed the Florence Nightin- 
gale oration, delivered by Sir George 
Newman. We can think of no one more 
fitted for that task, for it was obvious that 
Sir George has studied and admired the 
life and work of Florence Nightingale. 
Following a vote of thanks moved by 
His Excellency, the Minister for Swit- 
zerland, M. Charles Paravicini, and 
seconded with deep feeling by Sister 
Bergliot Larsson, of Norway, another 
memorable session was brought to a 
close. 


July 22: We overheard this in a Lon- 
don bus while on our way to the Con- 
gress: “When I go to the sea for my 
holidays, I don’t like to go where there’s 
no blow.” With this thought in mind, 
we arrived at Westminster Hall won- 
dering just where we should be likely 
to find the most “blow”. We tried sev- 
eral locations, but finally settled down 
in the section where Miss Margaret L. 
Moag, superintendent of the Montreal 
Branch of the Victorian Order of 
Nurses was, most appropriately, pre- 
siding. Here the Queen’s Nurses were 
explaining many interesting features of 
their work in urban and rural districts. 
As might be expected, the Superinten- 
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dent from Ireland displayed a delight- 
ful sense of humour. We learned that 
“you are somebody” when you work 
on the islands off Ireland. Transfers 
from such isolated districts can be read- 
ily arranged, after a period of service, 
but the Queen’s Nurses seem to grow 


attached to the people, and appreciate — 


the opportunity of serving them in these 
lonely places. Transportation was dis- 
cussed, and when a car, motor or nurse- 
propelled cycle is not suitable for the dis- 
trict work, it seems that a committee 
may allow a grant for shoe leather. 


Like that of our own V'ctorian Order 
of Nurses, the work of a Queen’s nurse 
is strenuous, but never monotonous. It 
must surely have its own appeal, for we 
learned that 674 Queen’s Nurses have 
received Long Service Badges for serv- 
ice extending over twenty-one years. 
The first Queen’s Nurse, Dame Rosa- 
lind Paget, was on the platform and 


spoke briefly. 


I felt a bit of a breeze coming from 
the section discussing occupational ther- 
apy and modern ways of dealing with 
mental patients. A uniformed nurse 
from the Netherlands, in splendid Eng- 
lish, told of such work in her own land. 


During the afternoon Miss Mabel 
Holt, superintendent of nurses, the 
Montreal General Hospital, presided at 
a session, officially termed “Dietetics.” 
Unfortunately we missed the meeting, 
when views were expressed and demon- 
strations given, by nurses from Ger- 
many, Great Britain and Hungary. 


In the evening we attended the mag- 
nificent Pageant of Nursing. “If we had 
received no other help or inspiration 
from the Congress, the Pageant of the 
History of Nursing would have made 
almost any effort to be in London at this 
time worthwhile.” So we heard one 
overseas nurse remark. There are some 
things which defy description. The col- 
our, the arrangement, the music were 
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Mrs. Bedford Fenwick, Miss Gunn and Miss 
Fairley 


perfect. The audience, so obviously in 
sympathy, unquestionably looked upon 
this as one of the most outstanding fea- 
tures of the Congress. 


July 23: Perhaps it was a glimpse of 


the charming representative, of the Jap- 


anese nurses, Miss Natsuye Inouye, 
dressed in a lovely blue kimona, and 
seated in the presiding officer’s chair, 
that made us decide to learn more of 
Red Cross Nursing services. Miss I. 
Butler told of the organization and 
work of the Red Cross nurses in the 
United States, and referred to national 
enrolment of nurses. The audience lis- 
tened with keen interest to the account 
of relief work amongst the victims of 
last winter’s terrible floods. We liked the 
tale of the three little knitted jackets, 
sent out from England with a note but 
no name, so they would not have to be 
acknowledged. Thoughtful soul! We 
were delighted to hear that little 
“Noah”, born during the flood, was 
the happy recipient of one of these jack- 
ets. Discussion was opened by a speaker 
from Turkey, telling of their work un- 
der the “Red Crescent.” A Polish lead- 
er asked questions regarding national 
enrolment, while nurses from Germany, 
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Great Britain, Latvia, France and 
Greece also participated. Although the 
discussion extended over the brief period 
usually allowed for our morning coffee, 
we really did not mind. Who would, 
when a black-haired, kimona-clad chair- 
man bowed, smiled, and thanked us all 
for our presence! 

Later we hurried into an adjoining 
room to hear a discussion regarding the 
interchange of nurses between different 
countries. Miss Edna Moore spoke of 
an exchange between two school nurses, 
one of whom works in Edmonton, Al- 
berta and the other in London, Ontario. 
It was suggested that these exchanges 
have news value and might be used in 
the education of the public with regard 
to the nursing profession, It was pointed 
out that nurses who are going to work 
in European countries should carry offi- 
cial documents, certifying that they are 
students; this would assure the authori- 





Germany, Switzerland and Latvia. 
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ties that the nurse in question will re- 
turn to her own land at the expiration 
of a given time. Naturally, many fac- 
tors enter into the situation such as lan- 
guage, personality, training and expe- 
rience, as well as the type of work be- 
ing done by the participants in the ex- 
change. General ward duty and oppor- 
tunities for observation in special depart- 
ments may be possible. While admini- 
strators question the value of exchanges 
to a school, it is agreed that the experi- 
ence can be of considerable value to in- 
dividual nurses. Others are strongly 
in favour of encouraging exchanges, 
either within the Empire, or between 
countries using the same language. In 
the afternoon, delightful garden parties, 
on which the sun shone brightly, were 
held at the London Hospital, and at 
Guy’s. The Latvian Minister, on behalf 
of the Latvian nursing delegates, invited 
a number of guests to a reception at the 
Legation. 

It is not often that we enjoy the pri- 
vilege of directing a taxi driver to “The 
Norman Porch of the House of Lords, 
please.” We understand that never be- 
fore has a similar group of women been 
given the freedom of the Palace of 
Westminster. More than a_ thousand 
guests filled the great corridors and ad- 
mired the rich carving, the colorful 
mosaics and fine paintings. In the House 
of Lords itself, we saw the famous red 
morocco benches, provided for 550 
noble Lords.and the cross benches re- 
served for the Princes of the blood. 

Westminster Hall was particularly 
impressive. Begun in 1097 by William 
Rufus, its grey walls have witnessed a 
veritable pageant of history. ‘Tablets 
mark the spot where Wallace, Charles 
I and Strafford stood for trial. A small 
brass plate shows where, only last year, 
a beloved Sovereign lay in state. Nor 
was it difficult to picture the scene when 
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four royal Princes came quietly one 
night to take up their vigil. 


The buildings are most impressive 
within, and now by way of contrast, 
let us step out on to the Terrace. West- 
minster Bridge is only a short distance 
away, bearing heavy London traffic, 
yet on the Terrace we scarcely seem to 
hear a sound. Beyond the Bridge lies 
the flood-lit facade of the London 
County Council buildings, while directly 
across the flowing river are the many 
buildings of St. Thomas’s Hospital. A 
soft breeze is wafted over the Terrace, 
and the moon is partly hidden behind 
the clouds. Even Nature seems to have 
done her best to make this an evening 
we shall be happy to remember always. 


July 24: Now we come to the last 
morning, a general session and farewell 
meeting, held in the Great Hall. As 
the sun pours into the building, Dame 
Alicia Lloyd Still rises to give her fare- 
well address and the Watchword. Her 
message is brief and from the heart, and 
is woven about the new watchword: 
“Loyalty”—to your country, loyalty to 
your patients, and loyalty to your wom- 
anhood.” The retiring President, who 
has accomplished so much for the In- 
ternational Council of Nurses, and who 
in a very quiet way made the Congress 
a success, then introduced the new Presi- 


dent, Miss Effie Taylor. 


In accepting the high honour con- 
ferred upon her, Miss Taylor said she 
considered it to be a sacred trust. She 
felt that during the Congress days: 
“through intellectual and spiritual com- 
munion we have been drawn closer to- 
gether. The Pageant, with its imagina- 
tive beauty, had inspired new hope, and 
we are glad that we were led to choose 
nursing as our profession. How natur- 
ally the watchword Loyalty seems to 
follow that of Concordia.” Referring 
to the Congress in 1941, Miss Taylor 
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The new President, Miss Effie Taylor. 


said that American nurses realize the 
difficulty of following a Congress held 
in London. America will strive to do 
well what America can do, believing 
that to be truly successful we must al- 
ways be truly ourselves.” In closing her 
address our new leader quoted the old 
familiar benediction: “May the Lord 
watch between thee and me, while we 
are absent one from another.” 


Five speakers followed, with messages 
of farewell on behalf of nurses from 
the five continents. We shall quote only 
a few: “The International Council of 
Nurses is thirty-eight years old. It is the 
privilege of few organizations to have 
its Founder still in their midst, after the 
passing of so many years.” .. . “We are 
carrying home new ideas for develop- 
ment, but these are not of first impor- 
tance. It is friendship with one another 
that makes the I.C.N. a living thing.” 
. . . Miss Alexander, of South Africa, 
spoke with the draft of the first Consti- 
tution, dated 1900, in her hand, and 
quoting from it, said: “We are bound 
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together to improve our work in the 
service of the sick and to promote the 
health of the nations.” 


As flowers were presented to the re- 
tiring and the new Presidents of the 
Council, the great audience stood, as an 
expression of their esteem and respect. 
Later these flowers were placed at the 
base of the Florence Nightingale monu- 
ment, in Waterloo Place, a humble tri- 
bute to “The Lady of the Lamp.” 


July 24: If ever we felt like Cinder- 
ella it was on Saturday night, when the 
clock struck twelve! From the moment 
we received the huge official invitation 
to a reception at the Guildhall, with the 
added lines: “Evening dress and decora- 
tions, and Carriages at 12 o’clock,” we 
knew one of the thrills of a lifetime was 
at hand. 


In one of the cars in a slowly moving 
line we finally drew up to the entrance, 
and stepped out beneath the huge red and 
white canopy. There were crowds of 
people on both sides of the narrow 
street, waiting and watching. for in a 
few moments was not the Lord Mayor 
of London expected to drive up in state, 
with the City Marshall leading the pro- 
cession, dressed in scarlet and on horse- 
back,—to attend a reception for the In- 
ternational Council of Nurses! 


Having surrendered our magic card 
of admission, for which we received in 
exchange a beautifully printed souvenir 
programme, we almost felt we were in 
fairyland. The corridors, heavily 
carpeted in crimson were banked 
with palms and flowers. The guests 
looked surprisingly lovely after such 
a strenuous week, as we made our 
way to the library, a  magnifi- 
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cent hall. in Tudor style. Here, 
on state occasions, the Lord Mayor of 
London receives distinguished guests,— 
and here a few minutes later he did offi- 
cially receive and welcome the mem- 
bers of the International Congress of 
Nurses. Following the official reception, 
the Lord Mayor, the Lady Mayoress 
and the official party walked im state 
through the Great Banqueting Hall. 

The use of modern lighting has added 
to the beauty of the Great Hall, and 
concealed lights throw into relief sculp- 
tured portions of the walls. The rich 
colouring of the great windows also 
shows clearly, even at night. The great 
carved wooden figures of ““Gog and Ma- 
gog”’, in the corners of the gallery, can 
be seen clearly from the far end of the 
Hall. What tales they could tell of 
great banquets, pageantry, and political 
drama enacted during two hundred 
years! 

The richly decorated Council Cham- 
ber and Alderman’s Court Room, the 
museum, the crypt, and the Corpora- 
tion Art Gallery were all open to the 
guests, while in one of the rooms the 
rich gold and silver plate of the City 
of London was displayed. 

Slowly but surely, the hands of the 
clock in the Great Hall moved on, until, 
just before midnight the strains of God 
Save the King resounded throughout the 
beautiful old building. The clock struck 
twelve, and our “carriage” appeared, 
to carry us home. The magic evening 
was over, but in years to come many 
nurses in all parts of the world may per- 
haps see again, in the sparkle or the 
glow of the embers of their own hearth 
fires, the beauty and wonder of Lon- 


don’s old Guildhall! 
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An excellent job! 


As our readers are already aware, 
the task of preparing the “news story” 
of the International Congress of Nurses 
was, at the request of the Canadian 
Nurses Association, assumed by Miss 
Cory M. Taylor. To see how well she 
succeeded you have only to turn the 
pages of this Journal, in which her live- 
ly narrative and excellent photographs 
give a vivid picture of a notable occa- 
sion. 

In order that her story might appear 
in our September issue, Miss Taylor had 
to write it while the events she describes 
were actually in progress. It is rumoured 
that the midnight tappings of her busy 
typewriter caused her to be secluded in 
a room remote from companions try- 
ing to snatch a little sleep. However 
that may be, the editor hereby acknowl- 
edges her debt to this competent observ- 
er, who, under great pressure of time, 
lived up to the best traditions of report- 
ing:

We are seeking peace, but in a feverish 
chase.

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UBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


Public Health and the Basic Course 


Mary S. MarHEewson, 


Assistant Director, School for Graduate 
Nurses, McGill University 


We are about to discuss certain spe- 
cial branches of nursing such as pedia- 
trics and psychiatry in so far as such 
specialties may contribute to the pre- 
paration of the nurse for the general 
practice of nursing. Fundamentally we 
believe that every nurse should be pre- 
pared to promote health and prevent di- 
sease as well as to care for the sick, 
whether she enters the field of public 
health nursing or not. To quote from 
the Proposed Curriculum for . Schools 
of Nursing in Canada, “Nursing today 
is a community service which includes 
the health supervision of individuals and 
families as well as nursing the sick in the 
home or hospital.” Just how to prepare 
nurses for this broader conception of 
nursing is one of the biggest problems 
facing our profession. 

Dissatisfaction with the product of 
our nursing schools has been almost uni- 
versal and has resulted in a realization 
that certain essential aspects have been 
neglected in the undergraduate course, 
notably the health and social aspects. 
Briefly the health aspects may be said to 
include knowledge of normal, healthy 
individuals, measures for keeping them 
in health, measures for the prevention of 
preventable diseases and for the protec- 
tion of the community from infected in- 
dividuals. The community aspects in- 
volve knowledge of living conditions, of 
family life, of health and social legisla- 
tion, and resources for the relief of dis- 
tress. Because public health nursing 
seems to embody just these things, it 
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has been seized upon as the missing link, 
and practice in the public health nurs- 
ing field has been advised as a so- 
lution for all our ills. Public health nurs- 
ing, however, does not fall within the 
same category of nursing specialties as 
the succeeding topics on this programme 
but is rather an organized effort to pro- 
vide necessary nursing service to the 
community. 

The interpretation of public health 
nursing in terms of service will vary 
according to the state of development of 
nursing in any given country, and com- 
munity needs. In general, it will be 
found to include health supervision of 
normal infants, toddlers and school chil- 
dren; control of communicable diseases 
by means of teaching and provision of 
preventive measures; supervision of 
women during the complete maternity 
cycle as well as the care of convalescent, 
chronic, or other patients in the home 
during pre- and _post-hospitalization 
stages. 

While practice in this field would un- 
doubtedly broaden the nurse’s outlook 
to a certain extent, this alone could not 
solve the problem. The integration of 
the health community aspects through- 
out the basic course is a fundamental 
issue. When this has been accomplished 
and all nurses are prepared for the | 
broader field of nursing already de- 
scribed, what is now called public health 
nursing may more properly be termed 
public nursing as it serves all ages, races, 
creeds and colours according to their 
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need rather than ability to pay. Public 
health nurses are only doing what every 
nurse would wish to do but they have 
the advantage of organized support so 
that they may serve those who need 
them. It is most important that this 
should be realized. 


Our interest today, however, is not 
the organization of the service pro- 
gramme nor the preparation of public 
health nurses but a matter of determin- 
ing what public health nursing has to 
contribute to the preparation of the 
nurse for nursing. In many countries 
hospital schools do not afford adequate 
facilities for participation in health su- 
pervision programmes; for nursing of 
many types and degrees of illness not 
usually encountered in the hospital; for 
improvising equipment in the home. Ob- 
viously such tasks will face the nurse 
in practice. Surely she has a right to ex- 
pect an opportunity to practise under 
sympathetic supervision during her un- 
dergraduate period rather than as a 
frightened and inefficient private nurse 
after graduation. If the hospital does 
not afford such opportunities, some other 
way must be found, or nursing will not 
be able to meet its obligations. The field 
of private nursing is not organized to 
provide such opportunities as yet. Public 
health nursing groups, however, in 
many countries, in order to provide 
adequate service, have developed planned 
supervisory programmes to initiate the 
new nurse into the field. Such _pro- 
grammes may be adapted very readily 
to meet the need of the student nurse 
under a plan of affiliation, 

The resourceful teacher will review 
local facilities from the point of view 
of standards of service, qualifications of 
personnel and educational opportunities. 
She will then make the best possible use 
of these in working toward the goal of 
experience in those phases of nursing 
which the home school does not provide, 
as well as opportunities for practice out- 
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side the hospital setting under skilled 
supervision. Such affiliation must not be 
considered in any sense as a substitute 
for the interweaving of preventive and 
curative phases throughout the under- 
graduate period. It is rather a further op- 
portunity for the consolidation of all 
previous learning. 

In our zeal to meet the recommenda- 
tions for affiliation in public health nurs- 
ing, we must be practical. In many 
countries, including our own, it would 
not be possible to secure a prolonged 
period of affiliation for all student nurses 
at the present time. Community re- 
sources vary so greatly in different coun- 
tries, and even in different parts of the 
same country, that no definite pro- 
gramme can be laid down, nor would 
it be wise to do so at this time. Experi- 
mentation along several lines should be 
undertaken in order that results may be 
compared and the more successful 
schemes developed. Every available re- 
source, and those latent possibilities cap- 
able of development within the home 
school itself, must be utilized. The de- 
sired result can be attained only by com- 
mon understanding of objectives and 
co-operation of all members of the nurs- 
ing staff. The hospital staff nurse or 
sister who has had actual experience in 
the public health nursing field, who has 
knowledge of community resources and 
whose enthusiasm is contagious, is one 
of the most effective tools. 

With regard to the matter of theory 
and practice: it is impossible to separ- 
ate these, for theory is the belief or 
truth underlying practice. The more in- 
timately the knowledge on which theory 
is based may be interwoven with its ap- 
plication or practice, the better the re- 
sult will be. In other words, knowing 
must be followed as quickly as possible 
by domg. 

The extent to which public health 
nursing theory and practice should be 
included in the basic course cannot be 
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stated in terms of hours, weeks or 
months. Educative experience is not a 
matter of time but a growth progress 
brought about by exposure or inocula- 
tion, a varying incubation period, and 
then a “take” in greater or lesser degree. 
The end result will ‘depend Jargely 
upon our ability to guide the student in 
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acquiring the desired attitudes and in 
adapting her knowledge and skills to 
nursing situations in home, hospital, 
health centre, school or other commun- 
ity health service.

New Trends in Private Duty

The private duty nurse, under our 
present system, is a free-lance. She works 
when and where she pleases, subject of 
course, to regulations laid down in the 
community where she resides. She may 
or may not belong to an organized 
group such as a Registry, although the 
usual practice requires all nurses working 
regularly in a community to list their 
names with the Central Registry. Such 
Registries are maintained by the nurses 
themselves. They pay an annual fee and 
have representation on the governing 
board. Members receive calls through 
the Registry, and are subject to the 
rules and regulations drawn up by the 
Board and approved by the members. 
With regard to the matter of hours, the 
regulations of most registries allow the 
greatest possible scope in order that ar- 
rangements may be made to suit any 
situation. There is no provision which 
outlaws the possibility of a nurse being 
continually on duty for many hours. 
Rules regarding rest and recreation are 
completely ignored. 

When a nurse undertakes twenty-four 
or as it is termed in many places, twenty- 
hour duty, the rules of the registry usu- 
ally state that she is entitled to three or 
four hours recreation and six hours un- 
disturbed rest in each day. It can be 
readily seen, however, that, except when 
the patient is a genuine convalescent, the 
difficulty of carrying out this arrange- 
ment is great. Hours of recreation de- 
pend on the available assistance from 
members of the household in looking aft- 
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er the patient. There are very few pa- 
tients even moderately ill, who sleep for 
six consecutive hours or who do not re- 
quire some attention if awake during the 
night. The result is that the nurse 
snatches an hour or so of sleep while the 
patient sleeps, and perhaps for many 
nights has a very small amount of actual 
rest. These conditions do no one any 
harm for a short time, but extended over 
a period of many days or weeks as some- 
times happens, the nurse’s vitality is 
gradually lessened from fatigue and from 
the more or less constant strain of always 
being “on duty” and therefore respon- 
sible. When these conditions obtain for 
long periods of time, the nurse’s efficien- 
cy canot be always at its peak and she 
cannot be capable of giving her best serv- 
ice to the patient. 

While there is still no limit to the 
time which a nurse may be expected to 
remain on duty in a home without re- 
lief, there are very few hospitals, even 
among the very small, where anyone is 
allowed to do more than twelve-hour 
duty. We admit that there are still a 
very few small institutions where the 
nurse spends the night on a couch in her 
patient’s room, but the undesirable as- 
pects of this arrangement are so evident 
that the custom is fast becoming obso- 
lete and is in reality practically extinct. 

One wishes it to be clearly understood 
that in the mass of evidence against the 
more than twelve-hour-day either in hos- 
pital or in home, the point of service in 
necessity is neither overlooked nor be- 
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littled. In a country such as ours, where 
there are vast areas with the service of 
only one nurse in many square miles, 
we have daily evidence of cases where a 
nurse must remain at her post till the 
work is completed, whether it be for a 
matter of hours or days. This is being 
done every day by outpost nurses and 
by those whose homes are in rural dis- 
tricts, in all parts of the world, and no 
nurse who is worthy of her profession 
would think of herself or of her personal 
desires while the need existed. While 
there are pioneer communities and iso- 
lated settlements and dwellings, with all 
the privations that attend, there will be 
the necessity for the nurse who is suffi- 
ciently brave and hardy to live there and 
to give to the utmost of her strength 
and her ability to serve. The theory 
that such conditions should not be toler- 
ated applies only in the older and more 
comfortably settled areas of any coun- 
try. In these latter places, however, 
much thought should be given to some 
means of arranging for all necessary care 
of the sick without exploiting the women 
who provide the service. 

Until the last few years, the accepted 
length of daily duty for private duty 
nurses has been twelve hours. According 
to arrangements in individual hospitals, 
this schedule has been modified to ele- 
ven or ten hours depending on the con- 
dition of the patient. When a patient is 
sufficiently recovered to be left alone or 
in the company of a relative or visitor 
for an hour or two, the nurse may leave 
at seven or six instead of eight o’clock, 
having before her departure left every- 
thing which might be desired, perfectly 
arranged and within reach. The nurses 
on the ward would attend to any emer- 
gency which might arise during the time 
before the second nurse on the case ar- 
rives. Even in the hospitals where the 
patients may only be left alone for two 
hours, the arrangement is found very sat- 
isfactory to both patients and nurses.

Again, however, in such circumstances, 
the point of service arises. It is entirely a 
matter of the nurse’s own honour, as to 
whether her patient can be left alone for 
such a time. 

For some time, in most of the larger 
towns and cities in Canada, a few nurses 
have practised hourly nursing. This is 
simply a visiting nurse service, provided 
by an individual. It has been found that 
this does not interfere in any way with 
the work of the organized Visiting Nurse 
Associations. In many cases, indeed, it 
fills a gap when the organization is un- 
able to meet the demands of the patient: 
By this I mean that a private nurse is 
able to arrange her calls to suit the pa- 
tient, while the nurse belonging to an 
organization must attend to the calls in 
rotation and according to the arrange- 
ment best suited for all concerned. For 
instance, the private nurse can call at 
a certain hour every day, if it is so de- 
sired, and may be called at any hour, 


_whereas the nurse belonging to an or- 


ganized group has certain restrictions on 
the calls which may be accepted at night. 
A nurse who might be required for an 
obstetrical case at any moment, cannot 
go to an outlying district to spend an 
hour giving a massage to a nervous wo- 
man, whereas the private hourly nurse 
can go and send her into a happy sleep 
for the night. Most registries now pro- 
vide this service with their regular sched- 
ule. The nurses who are willing to un- 
dertake the work retain their place on 
the call list while they are out, report- 
ing to the registrar on their return. It is 
a service which is not very widely used 
but is much appreciated by those who 
avail themselves of its possibilities. 

For many years nurses have realized 
that the twelve-hour day if continued, 
leaves little time for study or recreation 
and, if the hours of duty are particularly 
strenuous, no energy remains to carry 
out any desired plans when the day’s 
work is completed. In all other profes- 
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sions and walks of life, individuals have 
realized the necessity for limiting the 
hours of work. As a result every group 
of workers in the world has attempted 
to arrange their day so that they may 
have a sufficiency of time for both rest 
and recreation. A few brave pioneers 
in nursing, in years past, had the courage 
of their convictions and planned an eight- 
hour day for the nurses in their hospi- 
tals. But it required the collapse of the 
entire financial and economic world. to 
waken the general group of nurses to 
the realisation that the shorter day had 
advantages which they could no longer 
afford to ignore. 


The economic situation in which the 
world has struggled since the financial 
failure in 1929, has had serious results in 
every section of the community. People 
who had been able to procure assistance 
when illness overtook them, even if only 
to a limited extent, suddenly found 
themselves without work and_ conse- 
quently not only without money but 
without even the bread necessary to 
maintain life. Those who had been in 
comfortable or opulent circumstances 
formerly, found it necessary to retrench 
and to limit their expenditures to things 
which were absolutely necessary for their 
welfare. Luxuries in all but exceptional 
cases, were out of the question, and spe- 
cial nurses, in most instances, came to 
be classed as such. The result was that 
the nurses who until then, had been as 
busy as they wished to be, were still 
ready to work but remained on call 
without a single request for their services, 
sometimes for weeks at a time. When 
one is busy and making a sufficient in- 
come it is easy to forget that there may 
be a day when the service one offers 
may not be required. Thus while many 
nurses had earned a good income for 
years, very few had acquired the virtue 
of saving. The resultant hardship among 
private duty nurses was great. 
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The situation in all large centres be- 
came so serious that of necessity thought 
had to be given to ways of remedying 
it. There were two aspects of the case, 
demanding immediate change: 

1. The fact that a large percentage of 
the sick were not receiving the needed 
nursing care. (This was proved con- 
clusively by the results of the survey 
conducted by one of the provincial 
nurses’ associations. ) 


2. The fact that large numbers of 
qualified nurses were idle for long pe- 
riods of time and, while their services 
were available, the sick were unable for 
financial reasons to obtain them. 


The solution of the difficulty appeared 
to be to reduce the cost of the service 
and thus make it more easily available 
for those in need of it. This could be ac- 
complished by a reduction in the hours 
of duty for the nurse and a similar re- 
duction in the cost to the patient. This 
step is being taken by the nurses in many 
centres throughout Canada. Eight-hour 
service is being provided at a reduced fee, 
thus making special nursing service avail- 
able in many instances where it could 
not otherwise have been obtained. There 
have been many and varied objections 
to this change from within the nursing 
ranks, but consistent reports from the 
cities and towns where the system has 
been given a fair trial, show that on no 
condition would the nurses choose to 
return to the twelve-hour schedule. 


This long step in advance has had 
many good results. Our first aim and 
responsibility is to provide care for those 
who need it. If this could be adequately 
carried out, there would be no economic 
problem for the nurses of the world. Un- 
der the new system the private duty 
nurse is still a free-lance. She still comes 
and goes at will and works when and 
where she pleases. There are many who 
would not be happy under any other 
condition, but there are some who would 
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welcome a safer and a more secure po- 
sition. For them there is a vision to con- 
template — a still newer system, under 
which the nurse will be available for 
whatever is required of her, and in re- 
turn, some plan whereby her income will 
be so arranged that her livelihood will 
not be a main consideration, and her 
working day will be so arranged that 
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she will be able to give her very best to 
whatever she finds to do and yet will 
have leisure to enjoy the recreation she 
desires and to maintain her interest in 
the scientific advance of her profession.

Exchange of Nurses 


Several months ago a request was 
received at the National Office from a 
school nurse on the staff of the Public 
School Board of Edmonton, Alberta, 
who wished to exchange for a year with 
a school nurse in eastern Canada, pref- 
erably in the Province of Ontario. The 
request was referred to the Exchange of 
Nurses Committee of the Canadian 
Nurses Association with the result that 
the desired exchange has been arranged. 
The Committee on Exchange of Nurses 
consulted with the Superintendent of 
Public Health Nursing, Department of 
Health for the Province of Ontario, to 
find a public school medical service in 
Ontario which was similar to that of 
Edmonton. As a result, a school nurse 
on the staff of the Public School of Lon- 
don, Ontario, is to exchange with the 
school nurse from Edmonton. The ex- 
change which received the approval of 
Public School Boards in Edmonton and 
London, commences in September and 
will continue throughout the school year. 
This new type of “exchange” will be 
watched with interest by the members 
of the Association. 


The Cominittee on Exchange of 
Nurses reports that upon the completion 
of a year on exchange, three members of 
the Canadian Nurses Association have 
received extension of leave from Can- 
ada, two for another year and one for 
six months’ leave in order that they may 
accept positions in South Africa for the 
time granted in extension of leave. The 
three members of the South African 


Trained Nurses Association, who spent 
a year in Canada, have returned to 
South Africa. It is understood that ex- 


tension of leave beyond one additional 
year should not be granted to nurses who 
take advantage of the exchange system. 


Dominion Registration 


At the summer meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Canadian Nurses 
Association, the Committee on Domin- 
ion Registration for Nurses in Canada 
was authorised to proceed to revise the 
original report (1936) in the light of 
suggestions for amendments as they are 
received from the Provincial Associations 
of Registered Nurses. 

Early in July, a copy of the progress 
report of the Committee on Dominion 
Registration for Nurses and a folio of 
information was sent to each provincial 
representative on the Committee and to 
the President of each Provincial Associa- 
tion of Registered Nurses. 

The Provincial Associations have been 
asked to submit, before November first, 
suggestions for amendments to the orig- 
inal report. ‘The revised report must be 
ready for presentation to the Executive 
Committee at the December meeting. 

The original report of the Commit- 
tee on Dominion Registration — for 
Nurses in Canada was published in The 
Canadian Nurse, April 1936.

Book Reviews 


HANDBOOK FOR MIDWIVES AND 
MATERNITY NURSES, by Mary 
Mayes, S.R.N., S.C.M., Sister Tutor and 
formerly Night Sister, Liverpool Matern- 

ity Hospital, Examiner for the Central 

Midwives Board Examination. Published 
by The Macmillan Company of Canada, 
70 Bond Street, Toronto 2, Ontario.

Canadian nurses are inclined to envy the 

legal privilege of practising midwifery 
which is enjoyed by nurses in Britain and 
in many other lands. The plain truth is that 
many nurses in Canada have been obliged 
by sheer force of circumstances to deliver 
patients whether they would or no. The 
recent enquiry into maternal mortality in 
Canada revealed that nurses do not possess 
either the knowledge or experience which 
is required in this field. Until steps can be 
taken to correct this unfortunate situation, 
it is certainly our duty to enrich the courses 
now given in this important subject. Miss 

Mayes is a thoroughly competent teacher 

and her book is both clear and _ practical. 

The chapters on the management of the 

various stages of labour are excellent. 


ALLERGY, ITS PRACTICAL APPLI- 
CATION by J. A. Rudolph, M.D., As- 
sociate Clinician in Charge to the De- 
partment of Allergy, Mt. Sinai Hospital.

This comprehensive volume is written 
from practical experience with several 
thousand allergic patients. It is based en- 
tirely on questions asked by physicians, 
students of medicine, nurses and other pro- 
fessional groups interested in allergy. Its 
value to nurses lies in its admirably clear 
discussion of the fundamental features of 
allergic theory and practice. Special at- 
tention should be given to the chapters 
which deal with asthma. The nursing care 
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of patients suffering from this disease will 
be more intelligently performed if its patho- 
logy is better understood. Unusual systemic 
reactions, which may follow the administra- 
tion of therapeutic serums, are described 
in a chapter which every nurse should read. 
There is an excellent bibliography. 


CHEMISTRY OF FOOD AND NUTRI- 
TION, by Henry C. Sherman, Ph.D., 
Sc.D., Mitchill Professor of Chemistry, 
Columbia University.

It has not been easy for nurses to keep 
in touch with the rapid progress which has 
taken place in recent years in the field of 
nutrition. As a rule the average student 
nurse does not possess a thorough ground- 
ing in chemistry and failing this, finds her- 
self handicapped in the study of nutrition. 
The instructor of nurses, who must help her 
to overcome this difficulty, will find that 
this text book has a distinct value as a ref- 
erence. Following a detailed consideration 
cf the constituents of food there are chap- 
ters dealing with enzymes, digestion and 
metabolism. These are so clearly and simply 
written that even beginners may profit by 
reading them. Considerable attention is 
given to vitamins. The underlying philosophy 
of this book is best described by the author 
himself: ‘“Present-day science is strongly 
imbued with the concept that we live in a 
dynamic world, and that the chief signifi- 
cance of things is to be found not through 
static descriptions but through the study of 
their functioning. Our present study will 
include a little of the descriptive or struc- 
tural chemistry of the substances found in 
food; but in general the chief emphasis will 
be upon the consideration of the functioning 
of the substances in nutrition. For nutrition 
is the functional aspect of food chemistry 
and therefore its dominant aspect from the 
point of view of present-day science.”

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FLAME-PROOFING SHEETS 


The menace of fire must never be over- 
looked in any hospital, large or small. In 
the larger institutions, the responsibility of 
nurses is minimized by 
modern 


the provision of 
fire-fighting equipment and _ the 
presence of a relatively large staff of male 
employees. In a small hospital, the nurses 
would certainly be obliged to deal with any 
emergency which might arise and they 
should be thoroughly conversant with the 
precautions which should be taken to pre- 
vent fire. 

If an analysis were made of the cause of 
fires in hospitals, it would probably show 
that in some instances they may be traced 
to careless use of electrical appliances. A 
hot-plate is commonly used to heat the ket- 
tle which generates steam in a croup-tent. 
If the sheet which is used for the canopy 
should accidentally come in contact with the 


electrical appliance the consequences might 
be disastrous. This risk may -be avoided by 
flame-proofing the sheets according to the 
following formula which is recomimended in 
the regulations of the Public Hospitals Act 
of the Province of Ontario: 

1. Make a saturated solution containing 
70% borax and 30% boracic acid. crys- 
tals. 

. Immerse the article to be treated. 

3. Hang up to dry; do not wring out. 

N. B. This method only flame-proofs the 
article. It is not waterproof. If the article 
becomes wet, it must be re-treated.

ANNUAL MEETING IN NOVA 
SCOTIA 


The twenty-eighth annual meeting 
of the Registered Nurses Association of 
Nova Scotia was held in Amherst on 
June 17 with the president, Miss Ma- 
rion Haliburton, in the chair. About 
seventy-five members were in attend- 
ance. All the Branches had representa- 
tion, namely: Halifax, 19 members, 
Antigonish- Guysbora- Invernesg- Rich - 
mond, 5 members; Cape Breton and 
Victoria Branch, 2 members; Pictou, 4 
members; Valley, 8 members; Lunen- 
burg, 2 members; Colchester, 1 mem- 
ber. Cumberland County was, of course, 
present in full force. His Worship, 
Mayor Kaufman, extended a cordial 
greeting and congratulated the Cum- 
berland nurses on establishing a_ local 
Branch. ’ 

The president welcomed two new 
branches to the Association—Lunen- 
burg County and Colchester County. 
Hope was expressed that the Branch at 
Yarmouth would soon _ re-organize. 
The arrangements for the Biennial 
Meeting of the Canadian Nurses Asso- 
ciation, which will be held in Halifax in 
July, 1938, were mentioned and the 
members were urged to give their sup- 
port by enlisting the various Branches 
and impressing upon them the benefits 
of registration. It is only by attending 
local branch and provincial meetings 
that knowledge of the work of the As- 
sociation may be gained. A letter from 
Miss Ruby Simpson, president of the 
Canadian Nurses Association, greeting 
the Registered Nurses Association of 
Nova Scotia and extending good wishes 
for a successful convention, was read by 
Miss Haliburton. 

The registrar of the Association, Miss 
M. J. Graham, presented her official 
report from which some salient points 
are here quoted: 
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1. Since the last annual meeting, 137 
nurses have been admitted to membership in 
the Association, 105 entering by examina- 
tion, 26 by reciprocity and 6 by waiver. 


2. Membership is at present 943, of whom 
698 are in good standing. 


3. The resignation of Sister Mary Peter 
as examiner in anatomy physiology and 
bacteriology was regretfully accepted. 


4. Registration of staff members was 
made compulsory in two hospitals during 
the year, at the Dawson Memorial Hospi- 
tal, Bridgewater, and at Harbour View 
Hospital, Sydney Mines. 


5. A letter was written to the Board of 
School Commissioners of Halifax, request- 
ing that they employ as school nurses only 
those who are registered and in good stand- 
ing in the Association. A reply was received 
from the secretary, pledging the support 
of the Board. 


Excellent reports were received con- 
cerning the activities of the following 
branches: Halifax County Branch, re- 
port prepared by Miss K. MacDonnell; 
Cape Breton and Victoria Branch, pre- 
sented by Miss Kaye MacNeil; Antigo- 
nish - Guysboro - Inverness - Richmond 
Branch, presented by Miss Marie Le- 
Blanc; Pictou County Branch, prepared 
by Miss Blanche Reid; Colchester 
County Branch, presented by Miss Ethel 
Duncan; Cumberland County Branch, 
presented by Miss Grace Smith; Valley 
Branch, prepared by Miss Phoebe Mac- 
Donald As the Lunenburg County 
Branch has only been organized recent- 
ly, a short verbal report of its activities 
was made by Miss Cheetham. All the 
reports of the Branches were seconded 


by Miss V. Weatherbee. 


Miss Anne Slattery, convenor of the 
Public Health Section, presented a most 
interesting report, a summary of which 
follows:

lic health nursing during the past year was 
the report of a survey on health conditions 
in Glace Bay and the adjoining districts 
made by Dr. Grant and Dr. McLean of Dal- 
housie University. Besides making recom- 
mendations for the control of tuberculosis 
in Cape Breton, the report advised the estab- 
lishment of a health unit for Cape Breton 
Island, with a full-time medical health of- 
ficer in charge, an assistant officer and six 
public health nurses. At present there are 
four public health nurses working in Cape 
Breton, an additional nurse for Cape Breton 
County having been appointed last autumn. 
Six other field workers are similarly em- 
ploved in Nova Scotia, doing generalized 
public health nursing under the Depart- 
ment of Health. 

The staff of the Victorian Order of 
Nurses now numbers thirty-two. These 
nurses are employed in Halifax, Sydney, 
Glace Bay, and a number of the smaller 
centres of population where they are doing 
an immense amount of public health work 
by means of bedside nursing and _ health 
teaching. The Victorian Order of Nurses 
is to be congratulated upon its advanced 
programme of public health work and also 
upon the policy now insisted upon namely 
that of appointing nurses with public health 
training to the staff. This is especially valu- 
able in districts having only one nurse. It 
is becoming more and more evident that the 
nurse doing public health work must have 
had adequate preparation. The untrained 
worker cannot be expected to measure up t 
the work demanded of her and it does not 
take long for this fact to be realized. 

Other public health workers in the Prov- 
ince include eleven school nurses in the 
various cities and larger towns two under 
the Red Cross one district nurse in North 
Sydney, one Junior Red Cross director, one 
Metropolitan Life Association nurse in Am- 
herst, and two industrial nurses in Liver- 
pool, as well as the nurses at the Dalhousie 
Public Health Clinic in Halifax, making a 
total of sixty-one, or about one to every 
8000 persons in the Province. In relation to 
future developments, it was urged that all 
public health nurses should watch carefully 
to see what opportunity is afforded to them

of taking part in health insurance schemes. 

On behalf of the Private Duty Sec- 
tion, Mrs. E. Haliburton reported that 
little activity had been displayed in the 
private duty sections of the Province 
during the year. Employment has shown 
some improvement, although the cases 
were of short duration. An eight-hour 
day has been discussed but nothing defi- 
nite has been done. The refresher course, 
held in Halifax during the winter 


months, was of special interest to the 
private duty nurses. A good representa- 
tion was in attendance. 

The convener of the Nursing Edu- 
cation Section, Miss Victoria I. Wins- 


low, presented the following information 
regarding the activities of that section: 

The introduction of the new curriculum 
in the schools of nursing of Nova Scotia 
has been an outstanding event. Four schools 
report that they have followed it closely, 
others have followed it to a certain extent 
and a number have studied it but so far 
have been unable to use it. There are fif- 
teen hospitals which conduct schools of 
nursing in the Province. One reports that 
no more students will be admitted and that 
the school will close when the students now 
in training have finished. Another hospital, 


whose _ school reported last year as 
closing, has re-opened, therefore the num- 
ber remains unchanged. The number of 
students and the ratio of graduates in the 
various schools remain fairly constant, also 


the number of nurses graduating during the 


was 


year. During the past year there has been 
a greater interest in postgraduate work, 
several nurses having availed themselves of 
the opportunity, while others are preparing 
to enter Universities. The Loan Fund, 
amounting to $600.00 from the Provincial 
Association, was divided between two 
nurses, one using it for a public health 
course the other for a course in teaching in 
schools of nursing. 

Three schools report the eight-hour sys- 
tem. The General Hospital, Glace Bay, has 
completed a_ beautiful residence for 
their nurses. This is a noteworthy mark of 
progress, and in keeping with the splendid 
record of this Hospital and School. Af- 
filiation with the Victorian Order of 
Nurses for a limited number of students is 
now available in two sections of the Prov- 
ince. This privilege is greatly appreciated 
by both schools and students. In the various. 
schools of nursing there are six instructors 
who have qualified in the School for Grad- 
uate Nurses at McGill University, two of 
these being in one school. Three received 
their training at St. Francis Xavier Unie
